Peiping Radio proclaimed that 
before he left Hanoi, Souvanna 
and North Vietnamese Premier 
Pham Van Dong reached “iden­ 
tical views” on ways to settle the 
crisis in Laos. 


It indicated these views coin­ 
cided with the Communist Chi­ 
nese demand that all U.S. mili­ 
tary advisers and supplies be re­ 
moved from Laos as a condition 
for a cease fire. The United 
States already has rejected such 
a term. 


Peiping Radio said Souvanna 
flew to the rebel stronghold at 
Xieng Khouang with his half- 
brother, Prince Souphanouvong, 
leader of the rebel Pathet Lao 
organization and known as “The 
Red Prince.”

ALGIERS (UPD - A major 
purge resulting from the Algiers 
rebellion signalled the death to­ 
day of several crack French fight­ 
ing units, including the Foreign 
Legion’s First Paratroop Regi­ 
ment that won glory at Dien Bien 
Phu. 
The units were ordered dis­ 
solved as punishment for their 
support of the four-day insurrec­ 
tion that was crushed by Presi­ 
dent Charles de Gaulle and forces 
that remained loyal to him. 
Announcement of action against 
the legendary legionnaires coin­ 
cided with the arrest of live gen­ 
erals and other officer. All were 
sent to Paris, presumably to face 
charges of aiding the army up­ 
rising. 
Government sources said the 
v hief magistrate of Algeria, Jean 
Cot. had been suspended in con­ 
nection with the insurrection. The 
sources said a high prosecution of­ 
ficial in Algiers also had been sus­ 
pended, and that the Oran judi­ 
ciary was being investigated. 
All officers of the Foreign Le­ 
gion’s famed First P a r a t r o o p 
Regiment, which made an histor­ 
ic stand at Dien Bien Phu, were 
ordered to place themselves un­ 
der arrest, presumably to face 
military trial.

Coup de Frejac said the 14th and 
18th paratroop battalions would he 
disbanded, and that individual ac­ 
tion would be taken against cer­ 
tain officers of the Legion’s First 
Calvary Regiment.
